These instincts were reliable guides for the conditions at that time, 
but they are not always the best for condition: today. We know 
that at one time food was not as plentiful as at present. Tt was oficn 
obtained under great danger. When it was obiarmed there was no 
satisfactory method of keeping the surplus for fire vee Under 
those conditions it was essential to eat enouh food to dase ever until 
more food could be obtained, and it was also wise to cat the mort 
concentrated foods to stave off the hunger pangs for as loag 
possible. 

If you give a child or person who has had no dietetic training a 
choice of food, he will almost invariably exhibit this instiuct by piclisinse 
out only those foods which have a high calorie value and avoihig 
foods which have a low caloric value. He will choose rod, ruts, 
bread, macaroni, beans, peas, corn, cggs, potatoes, super, cree, ie 
cream or any other food which is rich in slareh, sugar or prot in, mixed 
with some fat or oil. In doing this he is simply followiny the race-old 
fear of starvation. He wil] avoid spinach, watercre.:, eniros. Gaspar 
| gus, lettuce and most other foods which are low in caloric. Ano:
